The Eoumeration to Begin To-morrow 
All Over the United States--The 87 
tem to be Pursued--A Misdemeanor 


to Refaseto Answer Questions--La- 
dies Must Tell Their Age. 


The taking of the tenth census will 
begin to-morrow, June Ist. The law 
requires that in all cities having more 
than 10,000 population the enumera- 
tion shall be completed within two 
weeks from date. It is made the du- 
ty of each enumerator to personally 
visit each dwelling and family therein 

nd each individual living out of the 
‘amily in any place of abode, and by 
inquiry made of the head of the fam- 
ily, or the member thereof deemed 
most crecitable and worthy of trust, 
or of such individual living out of the 
‘amily, to obtain euch and every item 
of information required by the Acts 
of March 8, 1879, and April 20, 1880.

It is the object of the enumeration to 
obtain the nume and the tequ'site par- 
rsonal description of 
every person ta the United S ies, of 
wh.‘ ever age, color, sex, race or con- 
dition, and whosoever, being over 
twenty years of age, shall reiuse to 
give such information, shall be guilty 
of misdemearor. Some discretion is 
allowed to enumerators us to accept- 
ance of answers which he has reason 
te believe are false, and in such cases 
he will ascertain as nearly as possible 
from observation or inquiry from cred- 
ible persons. This is of special im- 
yortance respecting the statements of 
bead of heads of families, concernin 
afflicted members of families, — 
the statement of values produced, in 
which concealment or exaggeration 
is suspected.

The fourth relates to social statistics 
and the fifth to mortality, exhil-iting 
the names of persons who died in the 
census year—personal description, age 
on last birthday, sex, color (white, 
biack, mulatto, Chinese or Indian); 
married, single, widowed or divorced ; 
cause of death, name of physician who 
nitended deceased, and where the dis- 
ease causing death was contracted.

The work of connecting the new 


reservoir with the town is by no means 
a small job.

SCHONML TFEARHERS 


A New Order by the State Board of Ed- 
ucation. 


The following has been issued by the 
State Board of Education: 
Dep't or Pustic INSTRUCTION, 
Orvice or State Boarp or Epvucation, 
Carson, Nev., May 22, 1880. . 
To the County Superintendent and 
other officers of the State: 
You are hereby notified that in order 
to determine the requirements for ex- 
amination of applicants for first and 
second grade certificates to teach in the 
public schools of Nevada, the following 
order has been this day made by the 
State Board of Education: 
Applications for second grade certifi- 
cates shall be required to stand an ex- 
amination in spelling, reading, writing, 
geography, grammar, history of the 
United States. arithmetic (oral and 
written), and theory and practice of 
teaching. 
Applications for first grade certificates 
shall be required to stand an examina- 
tion in the following branches, in addi- 
tion to those enumerated above: The 
rudimentary principles of natural phi- 
losephy, of ehemistry, of physiology 
and hygiene, of algebra and book-keep- 
ing. 
In order to teach geometry, natural 
history, astronomy and such other 
studies as the Board of School Trustees 
may lawfully prescribe, the qualities 
tions of the applicant muet be tested by 
an examination in these branches also. 
In order to be entitled to a first or 
second grade certificate, the applicant 
must obtain a per cent. of at least sixty- 
six and two-thirds in each branch of 
study prescribed for examination, and 
also an average per cent. of eighty, this 
average to be found by dividing the sum 
of the numbers per cent. in each study 
by the number of the studies. 
As far as practicable all examinations 
shall be conducted in writing. Recourse 
to oral examinations may be bad as sup- 
plementary thereto. |
